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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

With this amendment, claims 1-20 and 3 1 -52 remain pending in this application. 
In response to the office action of October 30, 2006, Claims 31 and 42 were amended, and 
claims 1-20, 32-41, and 43-52 remain unchanged. 

The specification amendments herein merely correct the latest status of cited references 
within the specification. The amendments therefore embody merely the correction of formal 
matters in the specification without changing the scope thereof 

Rejection of Claims 31-52 under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph 

In response to the rejection of Claims 31-52 under 35 USC 112 second paragraph, 
claims 3 1 and 42 have been amended to change the term "a destination node" to " a destination 
node field" with regards to the destination node field within the data packet. Applicant 
respectfiilly submits that these claims are now in allowable form. 

Acknowledgement of Allowable Subject Matter : 

Applicants acknowledge the allowability of claims 1-20 and also claims 32-41 and 43-52 
once amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 12 set forth in the Office Action. 
Applicants have so amended independent claims 3 1 and 42 accordingly. 

For the foregoing reasons, applicants respectfully request that the above rejections be 
withdrawn.
